Indianapolis, Jan. 28.— The house of 
the legislature, by a vote of 60 to 39, 
repealed the county option law. 
The 
senate a few days ago voted to rei>eal 
the law bv a vote of 29 to 21 and the 
bill now goes to C.overnor Marshall, 
who is pledged to sign it. 
Under the bill as it has passed both 
houses of the legislature the town and 
city are made the unit, instead of the 
county. 
The 
issue is thus 
plainly 
drawn between those who contend the 
county should exercise jurisdiction in 
the matte- of issuing and enforcing li­ 
cense and liquor regulations and those 
who contend the city, town or town­ 
ship should be the unit. 
The county option bill was adopted 
by a Republican legislature two years 
ago and aulte a number of counties 
went dry under its operation. 
Much 
dissatisfaction, however, was created 
by the law and it was made an issue 
in the campaign preceding the elec­ 
tions in November, arousing an issue 
that eclipsed the fight for and against 
Senator Beveridge. 
Democratic candidates 
who were 
successful at the election had pledged 
themselves to a rejieal of the county 
option law and the prompt action of 
the branches of the legislature is a 
redemption of their pledges.

In addition to the earnings shown 
above. I wish to call your attention 
to the fact that the city now pays 
$1800 per year for hydrant rental, 
as against $6,150 paid 
in 
former 
years to the Minnesota Water Works 
Co., a saving of $4,350, which can 
rightfully be credited to the earnings. 
During the past year we have had 
occasion to familiarize ourselves with 
the workings of the plant and al­ 
though I believe we have given gen­ 
eral satisfaction, there are several 
things which should be remedied in 
order to avoid perhaps serious compli­ 
cations. 
The matter of authority over fire 
hydrants should 
be s e t t l e d , 
which 
will prevent hydrants being tampered 
with by inexperienced operators. 
Another matter is tile shutting of 
gates on the water mains iii case of 
fire or repairs. 
This is quite import­ 
ant and may result disastrously if.some 
person is not authorized to have ex­ 
clusive control of these valves. 
The plant has sustained quite a loss 
in revenue by reason that tapping of 
water mains are not reported to this 
office. 
No doubt a number of non- 
payers are getting the benefit of city 
service. 
Would suggest 
that 
the 
city council be requested to order by 
ordinance, that all connections wit Ii 
water mains should be 
authorized 
from this office, thus insuring us the 
revenue. 
In conclusion I wish to recommend 
that a complete canvass be made of 
the city, which would, I think, in­ 
crease our revenue and give better 
satisfaction generally.
